REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1-3 and 5, 6 and 8 are currently pending for examination. Claims 1 
and 8 are presently amended. Applicant submits that no new matter has been 
added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant wishes to thank the Examiner for indication that claims 1-3 and 5, 6 
and 8 contain allowable subject matter and would be allowable if rewritten to 
overcome the rejections under 35 U.S. 112, second paragraph. 
Rejection of Claims 1-8 under 35 U.S.C. 112 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite far failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Independent claims 1 and 8 have been amended to add clarity as well as 
account for other deficiencies as indicated by the examiner. Claims 1 and 8 as 
amended clarify that the openings are arranged on the tine in a pattern to cooperate 
with the apertures of the bracket to allow selective pivoting of the tines between a 
plurality of tilt angles. As the claims have been amended to overcome any former 
indefiniteness, removal of the rejection is respectfully requested.
